
Public Notice – Corrective Action Permit Modification 

 

PURPOSE OF NOTICE: To announce a public meeting and seek public comment on a proposed decision by the Virginia 

Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ) to approve a Class 2 Permit Modification under the Resource Conservation 

and Recovery Act (RCRA), as amended, issued to Univar USA Inc. (formerly known as Prillaman Chemical 

Corporation), located at 825 Fisher Street, Martinsville, Virginia. 

 

PUBLIC MEETING: Former Henry County Courthouse, 1 East Main St., Martinsville, Virginia, August 21, 2013, 7:00 

pm to 9:00 pm. The public comment period will extend for 60 days from the date of this notice, or until September 23, 

2013. 

 

PERMIT NAME AND NUMBER: Hazardous Waste Management Permit for Corrective Action: VAD003111416. 

 

PERMIT APPLICANT: Univar USA Inc., Redmond, Washington.

PROJECT DESCRIPTION: DEQ’s proposed decision of Corrective Action Remedy Selected includes continued 

operation of the existing groundwater aeration trench, continued operation of the biovent/soil vapor extraction system, 

potential additional remedial measures based on the effectiveness of the aforementioned systems, (such as the installation 

of an automated Light Non-Aqueous Phase Liquid recovery system), groundwater monitoring, and implementation of 

institutional controls. The requested modification incorporates DEQ’s proposed decision as the final remedy into the 

Permit. The permit modification request was submitted to the Virginia Department of Environmental Quality on July 19, 

2013.

HOW A DECISION IS MADE: DEQ will make a final decision after considering all comments, consistent with 

applicable RCRA requirements and regulations. If the decision is substantially unchanged from the one in this notice, 

DEQ will issue a final decision and inform all persons who submitted written comments or requested notice of DEQ’s 

final determination. If the final decision is significantly different from the one proposed, DEQ will issue a public notice 

explaining the new decision and will reopen the comment period.  

 

HOW TO COMMENT: Persons wishing to comment on DEQ’s proposed decision and the proposed permit modification 

must submit comments to DEQ within the 60-day comment period ending September 23, 2013. DEQ accepts comments 

by e-mail, fax or postal mail. All comments must include the name, address and telephone number of the person 

commenting and be received by DEQ within the comment period. The public may also write to the contact person at the 

address below to be added to the facility mailing list. The public may review the copies of modification request, 

documents supporting the DEQ’s proposed decision, and the Administrative Record, which contains all the information 

considered in DEQ’s proposed decision, at the DEQ Office of Remediation Programs (629 East Main Street, Richmond, 

VA 23219) every work day by appointment. The permittee’s compliance history during the life of the permit being 

modified is available from the DEQ contact person listed below.
